stotio on flic Late Prince Contort. 



In the ".Contemporary Review" ii 
published an article, which is "attrib 
uted'to Mr. Gladstone, on tho life and 
speeches of the Prince Consort. -It is 
signed "Etonensis," and is professed- 
ly' a.review of Mr. Theodore Martin's 
life of the Prince, the Hon. C. Grey's 
"Early years of the Prince Consort," 
and tho principal speeches and ad- 
dresses of liis Royal Highness. After 
a brief review of the Prince's early 
life, the" writer thus refers to tho po- 
litical influence of tho Queen's Con- 
sort: 

The culminating point of the inter- 
est with which the life of the Princo 
Consort should be regarded is one at 
which it is really inseparable from the 
associated life of the Queen. They 
are really thVobverse and reverse of 
the same medal; nay, actually, the 
several moieties of the same whole. 
And thug, considered Uiey Bujjpjy the 
one normal exhibition of a ouse in 
which tho woman-ruler of a great em- 
pire, heivfllf- highly .endowed both with 
character .and intelligence, has rested 
as it were an the background of an- 
other consummately accomplished ex- 
istence, and has- on joyed tho beuelit of 
all its qualities and. all its energies as 
amply us if they had been of her own 
original store. Undoubtedly tho 
great faculties and comprehensive ac- 
complishments of Priuce Albert fully 
entitled him to claim tiro husband's 
place. Hut he exactly appreciated tho 
demands of the throne upon- its occu- 
pant, and the consequential demands 
of his wife' upon himself. ' He saw 
thafc-it was. his duty to live in, for, and 
through her, and ho accepted with a 
marvellous accuracy of intellectual ap- 
prehension, and with an unswerving 
devotion of his heart, this peculiarly 
relative element in a splendid exis- 
tence. On ono occasion, at least, ho 
was led to describe in words his own 
life- long function. In the year 1850 
— nearly at tho point of bisection of 
his married life— the Duke of Welling- 
ton strongly lirge'd upon him' that he 
should assume tho offloo of , Comman- 
der-in-Chief. In this recommenda- 
tion wo see at once ono of tho many 
instances of tho Duke's enthusiastic 
attachment to the sovereign, and an 
undoubted indication of faculties tend- 
ing to decline with the lapse of years. 
The characters of the Queen and of 
the Princo stood so high that, tho first 
announcement of his acceptance of 
such an ollico might havo given plea- 
sure, Hut there was a radical and in- 
curable fault, in tho Duke's sugges- 
tion. The Princo could not fulfil the 
very lirst among tho conditions of lit- 
ness for tho ollico; he could not bo re- 
movable. It might well havo boon 
mistaken for a ' safo proposal. We 
doubt whether a * merely intellectual 
superiority would have saved tho 
Prince frohi this serious danger— this 
trap, laid in innocence by most friend- 
ly hands. But this intellectual su- 
periority was. backed by a noble power 
of moral self-denial. And so ho found 
his way to' tho hoart and root of the 
matter. In a letter to the Duke, ho 
descriocs tho position of tho "foinalo 
sovereign," and proceeds af follows; 
"This requires that tho husband 
should entirely sink his own indivi- 
dual existence in that of his wife; tliaL 
bl bIiouM aim at no power by himself 
or for himself ; should iihun all aO'oc- 
tation; assume no separate responsi- 
bility before tho public; but 
mako bin position entirely a 
part of hers, . fill up every 
gap which, an ft woman, who would 



naturally leave in the exercise of her 
regal functions, continually and anxi- 
ously watch every part of tho public 
business, in order to bo able to adviso 
and assist her at any moment, in any 
of the multifarious' and difficult ques- 
tions of duties brought before her, 
sometime, international, sometimes, 
political, or social, or personal. As 
the natural head of her family, supers 
intondeut of her household, manager 
of her- private affairs, solo confidential 
adviser in politics, and only assistant 
in the communications with tho offi- 
cers of tho Government, he is, besides 
tho husband of tho Queen, the tutor 
of the royal children, the private secre- 
tary of the sovereign and her perma- 
nent Minister." In this admirably 
large description wo seem to fine but 
one venial error of a word. It is in 
the word Minister. Minister to the 
Queen bo could not be, because his 
conduct was not within the reach and 
control of Parliament. But, in fact, 
the word is too weak to convey the 
character of tho relation 'between his 
mind and the mind of the Queen. Ho 
was to her, in deed and truth, a socond 
self. Much more, then, than a per- 
sonal interest (high as in such a case 
the personal interest is) attaches to 
this groat example. On the Queen, as 
a woman, was laid a maximum of bur- 
den. The problem was to find for 
her a corresponding maximum of re- 
lieving aid. The relation of the Princo 
to the Queen was really an experi- 
ment in tho science and art of politics for 
the civilized world. Its success was com- 
plete; if it bad failed, not England, but 
the civilized world, would have boon the 
loser. For tho parts sustained by tho 
monarch in tho system of this extended 
empire still remains a great matter, and 
not a small ono.

Official Neglect and Impudence. 

About the 2d of July a gontleman pass- 
ing through Yalo for Victoria was ap- 
proached by Mr. Neil Black, tho Govern- 
ment superintendent of that section of 
tho wagon road, and earnestly requestod 
to make known at tho Lands & Works 
Department the insecuro state of the 
wagon road between Yale and Boston 
Bar, the superintendent having frequent- 
ly reported the oondition of the road 
without getting a favorable response. Tho 
gentleman on reaching Victoria culled on 
the Ohief Commissioner and represented, 
as faithfully as he oould, the true stato of 
tho road, and expressed the conviotion 
that a frightful aooident would soon oc- 
cur unlesB the repairs were immediately 
undertaken. The Chief Commissioner 
heard the gentleman's statement through, 
und turned on his heel with tho remark 
that tie was "informed differently." Ou 
the 9th inst.— eeven days subsequent to 
the verbal report— Mr. W. Harvey (re- 
presenting the H.B Co.), Messrs. Oppen 
heimer Bros., Kimball & Gladwin, U. 
Nelson, Lawrence & Bailey, E. Tie, 
Kwong Leo & Co., merchant:;, and many 
teamsters, dispatched a telegram from 
Yalo to tho Cliiof Commissioner, advising 
him of the state of the road and tho inju- 
ry that would result from further delay 
in undertaking the repairs. Instead of 
nt least paying respectful attontion to tho 
representations of the highly respectable 
signers of the telegram, the Chief Com- 
missioner chose (as he had done with tho 
verbal message) to throw a doubt upon the 
correctness of their statement. questioned 
thoir veracity in tho following terms: 

"MY INFORMATION IS DIFFER- 
ENT FROM YOURS. I WILL IN- 
QUIRE INTO IT. R. Beaten." 

A greater insult, probably, could uot 
bo offered to respectable men than is 
convoyed by this telegram. Ho doubts 
tho word of his correspondents, and pro- 
mises to "inquire into it." If he did so, 
no one at Yale is cognizant of his in- 
quiries. If he asked his oun Superin- 
tendent as to the stato of tho road, he 
referred him to his previous reports. If 
he inquired from either of the merchants 
or teamsters who signed the telegram, 
they, no doubt, referred him to the tele- 
gram, and declined to hold further inter- 
course with an official who would pre- 
sume to question the correctness of their 
ptatements with roppect to a matter on 
which they bad good reason to be well 
informed. Be this as it may, nothing 
was done. No step was taken to repair 
or strengthen the weak epots in the road. 
Mutters were allowed to drift along in 
the happy-go lucky sort of way which 
dis-lDgiiishes the James Bay gentry; and 
last Saturday evening, fifteen days after 
the verbal, ai.d eight days after the tele- 
graphic communication, tho road gave 
way a short distance beyond Yale, and 
two wagons with contents, twelve mules 
and eight tons of goods belonging to the 
Hudson Bay Company and another firm 
■were precipitated into tho river and 
swept away. Not a vestige was saved of 
815,000 worth of property. The driver 
was only saved from drowning through 
the intrepidity of an Indian who Bwam to 
his rescue. Wo confine ourselves, to- 
day, to a brief narration of the facts 
connected with this truly deplorable dis- 
aster, by which a worthy fellow citizen — 
Mr. Ward— loses his means of making a 
livelihood, and two of our largest mer- 
cantile firms aro heavy sufferers, merely 
remarking in conclusion that, bad the 
Chief Commissioner been less of a Buob 
and more of a gentlemau, tho disaster 
might have beeu averted. What steps 
Mr. Walkem will take wo cannot pretend 
to oven apeculate upon; but if ho bo one- 
half the mm his friends say he is, he 
will demand the immediate resignation of 
Mr. Boavon on tho s^oro of official in- 
competency, and neglect of duty.

In addition to the pursuit of recreation 
these parties wero no doubt engaged in 
fervent worship in tho temple of Nature. 
One boating party was provided with a 
banjo for tho purpose of performing 
beautiful selections of "Bacred musio" in 
the intervals of fiower gathering and 
berry picking. Undor tho soft moonlight 
they pulled back to the city, exhausted 
but happy. How much moro satisfactory 
a mode of preparing for eternity than 
attending servico in temples made withtho 
hands. 

Sunday is undoniably tho gayest and 
most eujoyablo day of all tho seven. The 
mechanic and tho merchant aliko can ex- 
ercise their liberty to escape from the 
weariness of tho Sabbath, and they do 
so very largely. 

As ono returns to tho city tired with 
Sunday pleasures how cheerful and wel- 
coming amid tho surrounding darkness 
is the brilliant light that streams from 
hotel, tavern, and corner grocory. Like 
tho lamp fed by tho vestal virgins of 
ancient Rome, these barroom lights burn 
eternally bright. Ono needs to come 
west to enjoy perfect liberty of conduct,

Political Poaching. 

The unusual (not to say dishonorable) 
course of tho Government in appointing 
un ublebodied pensi lUOI to tho position 
of clerk of the works at New Westmins- 
ter aupears to creat.o as much dissatisfac- 
tion at Victoria as at tho Royal City.

An attempt is 
made in a certain quarter lo eiense'tbis 
llrst aot ol political pouching by any 
Government in I hi:; fir, vines \>t .mm,/ 
the example of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment in appointing a gentleman from ono 
of tho Eastern Provinces to till a position 
hero; but t .vo wrongs do not make a right. 
Tho King, it is said, can do no 
wrong. Is it possible tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment can do right — in the eyes of the 
Local Government supporters? Aro tho 
people of New Westminster aware that 
tho now appointee was an applicant 
for the position of clerk of tho works at 
the penitentiary, and that his claims wero 
backed by the Local Government; but 
that tlio Dominion Government declined 
to accede to tho application because Mr. 
Smith teas not a resident of the district? We 
are told that the appointee's "superior 
ability" entitles him lo preference, If it 
can bo shown that Mr. Smith's ability is 
"superior" to a "dozen good and com- 
petent" Westmifisterians, then wo ohall 
have nothing moro to say; but wo fail to 
SCO how a man can bo "competent" to 
manage a work and yot havo Ins claims 
us a local man disregarded for those of a 
stranger. If rue excuse was urged that

R. Beaten. 
Wltat the '•Standard" said. 
The doleful reports about tho condi- 
tion of the wagon-rood are nottruG. They 
are manufactured at The Colonist oinco. 
What the Wagon-road said. 

Yale, July 18, 1S75. 
Tho road near tho 3-niilo post gave way 
last evening nndor Bill Nelson's team, 
and tho two wagons, with 12 mules and 
10,000 pounds of freight, were precipi- 
tated iuto tho river. Tho driver escaped 
with his life only through tho bravery of 
an Indian, who plunged after him. Tho 
team was tho property of Mr. Uriah 
Ward. The loss will amount to about 
815,000. Thu principal shippers by this 
team were the Hudson Bay Company and 
Kwong Loe 4 Co. 



Later from Cassiar. 

The steamor California arrived at Na- 
naimo about 10 o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing, bringing several sick miners for 
medical treatment, and a small nail. 
She also hay on board tho skeleton of a 
man believed to bo that of tho lato Major 
Walker, who was lost in the George S. 
Wright, and which was found on tho 
beach at Bnzon Buy by the U. S. Rovenne- 
outter O. Wolcott. Tho skoloton was 
identified by the coat and othor clothing 
which wero'still upon it. Major Walker's 
wife, a charming young lady, perished 
with him. 

THE DIGGINGS. 

The news from tho diggiugs is not ex- 
citing. There had been another freshet 
•which had delayed mining, but the 
creek* were falling at latest dates, which 
are to July 7th. Three or four companies 
■were making from S-0 to !?5U a da}-, but 
tho bulk of the companies had not own- 
menced washing. The Chinese had 
bought the Grant claim for 82000. Pro- 
visions were very cheap at Dease Creek. 
I. Dren, of Clinton, who wintered on tho 
Deloiro and was alllictod with the scurvy 
had arrived at Deaso Creek. The names 
«*of the dead men and other particulars 
will be found in our special correspon- 
dent's letter. In u claim on McDamo 
Creek as high as 850 a day to tho hand 
was made. On Trout Creek, nuggets 
weighing 8 V A oz, had been picked up. 
Mr. LeClair, one of tho miners referred 
to, reports that threo men working 13 
days in 'Hubert's Claim ou. Thibert 
Creek, took out S2000. Tho passengers 
brought to Nanaimo by the California 
camo on to Victoria by the Maude. Jos- 
eph Watei house, a packer, who is very 
ill, was taken in charge by tho Odd Fel- 
lows and their wives and tenderly cared 
for until the Maude reached Victoria. 

The Wagon-Road. — Passengers who 
passed over tho wagon road before the 
occurrence of the lamentable accident 
near Yale, are loud in denunciation of 
tho Government who have left it in a 
state so insecure that noither life nor 
property is safe. All agree in saying 
that the road in many places requires re- 
construction, tho cribiug be/ng rotten 
and in some cases gone entirely In 
othor places whore tho sides were walled 
up r.oxt the river the high water lino un- 
dermined the road so that n frightful 
disaster is imminent. Tho pluca where 
the BecideDt oocured to Ward's mule 
t-sam has been reported ovp.i- and over 
Again by tho road superintendent, and 
formed tho burthen of a tologram from 
the seven leading merchants of Yalo and 
mauy teamsters on tho 'Jth July. It was 
to this tologram that tho Cliiof Commis- 
sioner replied "My information is differ- 
ent." We wonder what may bo the nature 
of his "information" now?

Monday, July 19. 

Tho Court assembled at 10 o'olook. 

The following Grand Jurors were sworn 
in. R. Finlayson (Foreman) , and Messrs. 
R. Plummer, W. Donny, T. H. Tye, A. 
Rome, T. Chadwick, Ed. Mallandaino, 
W. 0. Siffken, P. McQuade, R. Harvey, 
J. P. Davios, Jas. Anderson, C. S. Jones. 

CHARGE. 

His Lordship said thoro wero threo 
criminal charges to bo brought before 
the Grand Jury. A man named Michael 
Koys, alias Dolvanin, was charged with 
attempting to discharge a loaded pistol at 
Thomas Williamson and with assaulting 
the police. Fortunately no harm had 
been done, yet ho nood hardly tell them 
that such actions wore criminal, and must 
be put down. If men must fight let them 
do so in a lair and manly manner. Next, 
one Alfrod Woods was indioted for rob- 
bery. The third case was more serious 
and important. It appeared that some 
little time baok one Chas. Brading vio- 
lently assaulted a petty officer on board 
of H. M. S. Repulse, coming behind him 
and striking him. with an iron bar, and 
using expressions going to show that ho 
intended to kill him. The prisoner 
would be charged under the 10th see. 
ohap. 20 of tho Criminal Law in refer- 
ence to offoncos against the person. The 
intent in this case became all important. 
If tho instrument was such as was likely 
to oauso doath in the hands of a poworf ul 
man it waa a fair inference that the intent 
was murderous. Ho folt bound to say he 
thought it would be best to put the pri- 
soner on his trial especially as it was in 
the power of tho potty jury to acquit him 
of tho minor olTonco and find him guilty 
of tho minor oue. 

Tho Grand Jury then retired and found 
true bills iu all of tho casos submitted to 
them. 

Mr. J. H. Todd, who was summoned as 
one of tho Grand Jury, was informed by 
His Lordship that ho had rendered him- 
self liable to a fino of §25 by non-atten- 
dance at tho proper hour; but excused 
him with a caution not to bo behind in 
futuro. 

ASSAULT. 

Tho Queen vs. Chas. Brading was call- 
ed. Mr. McElmon ur.il Mr. McCreight 
for tho prisoner, boforo pleading put in a 
demurrer, tho points of which were as 
follows: 1st. That the indictment was 
bad on account of tho misjoinder therein 
of two separate offenses, viz: wounding 
with intent to kill and wounding with m- 
tent to do grievous bodily harm. The 
2ud point in the demurrer was that in 
connection with tho charge of wounding 
with intent to kill thoro was tho anoma- 
ly of the offence having occurred on 
the Repulse over which tho Admiralty 
mtght claim jurisdiction, and that if con- 
victed undortho law of England the pun- 
ishment would only bo imprisonment for 
life, while if convicted under the law of 
Canada tho penalty for tho same orTonco 
was death. After considerable argument 
His Lordship overruled tho objection. 

Tho jury consisted of Mr. J. Oowper 
(Foreman), aud Messrs. J. Lissett, H. 
Short, H. Schultz, R. Scabrook, A. A. 
Townsond, F. Beegan. J. Russell, G. Kir- 
sop. R. Castletou, J. Rhode, J. Crossen. 

The ovidonao for tho proseoutiou was 
almost word for word as given a day or 
two ago in tho Police Court, and plainly 
established tho fact that tho prisoner 
struck ono John Bell with an iron bar 
two sevoro blows oil the head, thereby 
injuring him so that his life was in great 
danger; also, that prisoner expressed his 
intention to kill him. The case for tho 
proseoutiou, conducted by Messrs. Ro- 
bertson and Drake, being closed, Mr. Mc- 
Elman addressod tho jury briefly on bo- 
half of tho prisoner, submitting that tho 
circumstances of tho case pointed to the 
crime having been committed when un- 
der the influence of liquor. A man, ho 
contended, who was thoroughly sober 
and in tho full possession of his senses 
would hardly attempt to murder another 
in such an open manner, and ho called wit- 
nesses in support of his views. Witnesses 
for the defence proved that the prisoner 
drank rum ale on tho day of tho assault. 
They also gave him a good charactor for 
peacef illness. Mr. McCreight then ad- 
dressed tho jury for tho prisoner, and 
whilo admitting that an aggravated as- 
sault had boon committod, oontonded that 
tho absence of sufficient motive, the opeu 
manner in which tho act had been done 
and the fact that no proof of any quarrel 
existed between tho parties woro all in- 
consistent with the supposition that tho 
prisoner committed tho assault with in- 
tent to kill. Mr. A. R. Robertson ad- 
dressod tho jury on tho part of the prose- 
cution, claiming a verdict for tho graver 
offence. 

His Lordship thon delivered an olo- 
quent charge to the jury and explained 
the various points in tho counts of tho 
indictment. 

The jury, after an absenoe of onohour, 
returned a vordiot of guilty on the seoond 
count. 

His Lordship conourred in tho verdict, 
and discharged tho jury. His Lordship 
also said he would line oil jurors not pre- 
sent on Tuesday. He would sentence 
prisoner at 10 o'clock Tuesday and would 
bo glad thon to hear anything that might 
bo urged in his favor. 

Adjourned.

Europe 

London, July 19.— Lady Franklin, wi- 
dow of Sir John Franklin, died lastnight. 

Madrid, July 18— The Carlists, under 
Henola, are retiring upon Araezna moun- 
tains. They aro pursuod by Generals 
Squesada and Tello. 

London, July 17. — At tho annual 
dinner of tho CobdonClub, this evening, 
Mr. Allen, of Boston, replying to tho 
toast of "Our Guests," alluded to tho 
approaching Centennial at Philadelphia 
ami said ho thought that Europe mistook 
its meaning, which principally was that 
of union between tho Northern and 
Southern Statos. Ho trusted Europeans 
would tako tho opportunity of visiting 
tho Exhibition, and that tho next mooting 
of the Cobden Club would be held in 
Philadelphia. 

London, July 18— A meeting was held 
in Hydo Park to-day to protect against 
the grant lor tho Prisco of Wales' visit to 
India. One hundred and twenty thou- 
sand persons wero present. Bradlaugh 
made a violent speech and conoludod by 
offering a resolution of a similar charac- 
ter. Tho resolution was adopted almost 
unanimously. Eight persons who voted 
t.igainst it wore sot upon by tho crowd and 
ho polico had to interfere for their pro- 
tection. 

Coutral America 

Panama, July 18. — Advices from San 
Salvador state that a dreadful riot took 
placo at San Miguel, a town of 40,000 in- 
habitants, in the southern part of tho Re- 
public. A great deal of discontent hus 
boon exoited against the govorumont by 
its refusal to allow the pastoral of the 
Bishop of San Salvador, written in a touo 
hostile to tho laws, to bo read in ohuroh- 
eu; also, thoro had been considerable I103- 
li lo feeling among tho lower olassos ow- 
ing to some regulations requiring dealers 
to use a now market place. Whilo mat- 
ters wero in this state, a priest named 
Palacros preached a violent sermon 
among tho aborigines on tho 20th ult. 
That being done a mob arose, uttaoked 
tho cabileo aud liberated some 200 per- 
sons and then proceeded to assault a small 
garrison at the cumote; killed Generals 
Epiuosa and Catitro; out tho former to 
pieces and throw tho piecos at each other; 
Hplit tho skull of Gen. Castro and throw 
him over a wall where ho was picked up 
by his mother and died iu threo days. 
Tho garrison wero nearly all assauisiaatad, 



and many prominent citizens killed. Af- 
ter this the fanatical mob set tiro to 26 
houses with kerosene. Boforo tho town 
waBontirely destroyed it fortunately hap- 
pened that H. B. M. ship Fautomo was 
at Launichou, where she landed hor ma- 
rines and allowed tho garrison, united 
with Homo troops from Armahalla in Hon- 
duras, to march to tho relief of San Mi 
guol and put down the mob. Curoto Po 
lorons at last accounts was arrested with 
Others that had participated in tho out 
break, and a good many inferior rioters 
had been shot by order of President Gon- 
zales, who had just arrived with troops. 
Tho damage is estimated at a million dol- 
lars. The country has been deolared in 
a stato of siege, and the President is tak- 
ing measures to establish order and 
bring the perpetrators of the disgusting 
outbreak to punishment. Ono curiouB 
and incredible discovery was made after 
the murderous affair was over, and that 
was that on tho persons of some doad 
rebels wore found passports which read: 
"Peter, open to the bearer tho gates of 
Heaven; ho has died for religion. (Sign- 
ed) George, Bishop of San Salvador, "and 
sealed with the seal of the Bishoprio of. 
San Salvador.

Chicago, July 16.— Prof. Donaldson 
and Mr. Morswald, of tho Evening Jour- 
nal, made a balloon ascension yesterday, 
leaving this city at 5 p. m. Tho balloon 
took an easterly course across tho lr.ko, 
and was seen by a schoonor at 7 with the 
baskot dipping in tho water. As tho 
schooner nearod them tho balloon again 
ascended, and bore away north. Noth- 
ing has been heard from them Bince-, and 
fls a violent storm passed over tho lake 
about midnight, it is feared nothing but 
disaster can bo recorded. 



Nevada. 

Carson City, July 17.— R. V. Dimook, 
of the firm of Diniock, Eply & Co., largo 
furniture dealers, committed suicide to- 
day by taking morphine.

served; therefore he was determined to 
givo her a chance to get some oue who 
could, 

California. 

San Francisco, July 15.— It is report- 
ed that P. H. Sumner, of Oakland, who 
entered into a conspiracy for tho purpose- 
of convicting Rev. Mr. Parahall, formoly 
of Oakland, of attempting to procure his 
assassination, and whoso plots wero re- 
cently exposed by tho public press, has 
laft for the East under au assumed name. 
Ho has been disposing of his property in 
such a manner as to leave Mr. Parshall 
no redress in the 350,000 libel suit which 
ho has commenced. 

Europe. 

Madrid, July 14. — It i3 asserted that 
the article of tho new constitution em- 
bodying the principle of religious liberty 
will bo supported when it conies up for 
final action in tho committee by a vote of 
23 to 10. 

London, July 14. — Rains havo swollen 
tho rivors and streams in tho valloy of 
the Severn, and caused a serious inunda- 
tion. A number of -dwellings iu' Black- 
eny are flooded. Tho waters continue 
to riso rapidly, There is great excite- 
ment. 

Tho meeting called by tho Radioal 
olubs for to-night in Trafalgar Square to 
protect against tho grant to tho Prince 
of Wales for his Indian tour was a fail- 
ure. 

Tho American team arrived in this city 
to night, and proceeded quickly to their 
hotol. They will . decide to morrow 
morning on the latest proposition of tho 
council of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion. 

Versailles, July 11.— In tho assem- 
bly, to-day M. Haenjens, Bonapartiat, 
moved that the proposition authorizing 
a now election of deputies within twonty 
days be declared urgent. 'Dm motion 
was rejected — Yeas 296, Noes 335. 

M. Ron her continued: (The sp:aking 
began yesterday, contesting tho right ol 
tho assembly to annul tho election upon 
mere documentary evidence) Ho took 
occasion to deolare on his honor and con- 
science that in denying tho oxistenoo of 
appeal to the people ho referred exclu- 
sively to tho central oommitteo having 
branchoa in all departments. Ho allud- 
ed to the report of the prefect of pol- 
ioe, profossiug to expose tho extensive 
Bonapartist organization, and avowed he 
desired to work upon the hatred and 
dread of Bouapartisra iu aomo quarters 
iu order to bring about a union of par- 
ties which established tho republic. Ho 
wished to defend tho dead Emperor 
agaiiiBt calumny. 

Tho Legitimists and Orlcanists, after 
1830 aud 1818, in some way sought to do- 
fond their rospectivo sovereigns hero. 
Tho Legitimists and Orleanist deputies 
loudly protested against a comparison of 
their kings with Napoleon III., and tho 
tumult was indescribable. 

M. Gambotta shouted, "Tho blood of 
tho 2nd of Decombor chokes you." 

London, July 15. — Much damage has 
been dono in Devonshire by rain storms. 
Tho rivors and streams aro swollen, and 
at several places inundation have occurr- 
ed. By tho bursting of Monmouthshire 
reservoir a number of dwellings wero on- 
tirely destroyed. 

In tho House of Commons this after- 
noon Henry Fawcctt offered a motion de- 
claring it inexpedient for tho Indian 
govorainout to p'ay any part ol the ex- 



penses of tho Princo of Wales' eastern 
tour. 

Disraeli opposed tho motion, becauso 
the princo would bo the guost ol tho 
viceroy. 

Gladstone supported Disraeli, and the 
motion was finally rejected. 

Bourko, under foroign secretary, in re- 
sponse to tho inquiry of Sir John Kenna- 
way, said doubts havo been raised re- 
specting the fulfillment of tho treaty of 
1873, for tho suppression of tho slavo 
trado on tho East coast of Africa. Another 
troaty had been completed, whilo the 
Sultan of Zanzibar was bore, which ho 
hope would be fully carried out. 

Tho grant to defray tho expenses of 
tho Prince of Walos' visit to India passed 
by a voto of 338 yeas, 16 nays. 

Paris, July 15. ^In tho assembly to- 
day M, Savaro delivered a speech in 
which he dwolt upon the necessity of ar- 
resting tho progress of Bonapartism, and 
uttaoked M. Rouhor, whom ho styled tho 
abetter of a "coup d'etat." 

M. Buffett defended the prefect of 
polico from attacks mado upon him yes- 
terday by M. Rouher, and said tho pre- 
feot was perfectly right in pointing out 
tho double danger by which the country 
W»s threatened by both revolutionists 
and Bonapartists. The danger from the 
former was more serious, and the gov- 
eminent would keep a -watchful eye upon 
them. 

Bonapartists and members of the right 
choored this ntatemont, while the left 
protested against it. 

M. Dufuro Baid tho government would 
display vigilance in regard to Bonapar- 
tists. Ho would not remain a member 
of any government which neglected that 
duty. 

M. Gambetta called attention to tho 
divergence iu statements of the two min- 
isters, and with much warmth accused 
tho government of supporting the Bona- 
partists, maintaining Bonapartist func- 
tionaries in office and following thu stops 
of tho Broglio administration. 

M. Buffett asserted that a perfect ag- 
reement prevailed in the cabinet, especi- 
ally between M. Dufuro and himself. Ho 
considered he was rendering a great ser- 
vice to the country by maintaining old 
functionaries who wero loyal, although 
they had served under tho empire. 

Tho Left violently protested against 
there remarks of M. Buffet, while the 
Right and Bonapartists loudly cheered. 

After furthor animated debate tho re- 
solution passod by a voto of 483 to 8, 
stating that tho Assembly, oonliding in 
tho government's declarations, passes to 
the order of the day. The Bonapartists 
who had agreed to support the motion 
wero well satisfied with tho result. Tho 
Left, who abstained from voting, woro 
proportionately displeased. M. Dufure 
subsequently affirmed there was no di- 
vergence between tho ministers. Tho 
government had nothing to add or with- 
draw from declarations it had already 
made. 

London, July 15.— Lambert Bros. <fe. 
Scott, coal merobants, havo failed; lia- 
bilities, SI, 000,000. 

Vienna, July 15.— Tho Emperor of 
Germany has arrived at Ischt, where he 
is the guest of tho Emperor of Austria. 

London, July 16.— Dispatohes from 
Cardiff say the livers Taff and Ely have 
overflowed. Tho adjacent towns are un- 
der water for miles. Great quantities of 
live stook havo beer, washed away. 
Hundreds of tho inhabitants of George- 
town havo romoved to Cardiff in boats 
to escape the flood. At last accounts the 
water was reported to be rising rapidly at 
Whitehall. 

London, July 16.— Shcrtly after the 
American riflemen arrived at Wimbledon 
to day Lord Wharncliff visited them, and 
accompanied them to tho council tern, 
where thoy wero received by Secretary 
Mildmay. After tho usual covrtosios the 
Americans wero shown over tho camp. 
They will shoot first to-morrow in tho St. 
Legor sweopstakes at 200 yards each. 
Each competitor has ton shots. 

London, July 76.— Tho American rifle 
team will compete, individually at Wim- 
bledon for tho Albert cup. value £500; 
the Arthur rifle, worth £100; tho Derby 
and St. Leger sweepstakes, and for 192 
extra prizes. They go to Wimbledon to- 
day. 

At the competition open to Americans 
at Wimbledon, thoy will have an oppor- 
tunity to shoot for Buss prizes in the 
pavillion. Curtis and Harvey rifle, Oaks 
and a few other matches. In the several 
contests the rules require tho uso of 
Euglish rifles. Tho Americans had some 
practice with these arms. At tho extra 
series of matches to-day Gen. Aiken, of 
the American team, made 28 out of a pos- 
sible score of 35, and Sir Henry Halsord, 
a crack British shot, mado 34. Scores of 
the other members of tho Amorican team 
who took part in shooting aro not remark- 
able. 

London, 'July 10. — Tho woather is un- 
usually cold. Rain coased this morning, 
and wator in tho inundated districts is 
subsiding.

Montreal, July 16.— Father Rousell 
Otohuo, of tho parish churoh in this oity, 
has written a long letter to Duntree', 
counsel in the Ginboid case, in whioh he 
iots tho "latter at doGsnee, as lo Iho os.o- 
otition of the late judgment of the coun- 
cil iu this matter.
